6 To see what order the town will adopt in relation 
to the Savings bank tax the ensuing. year. | 

7 To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise to pay on the town debt the ensuing year. 

8 To see if the town will vote to establish a liquor 
agency the ensuing year. 

9 To see if the town will vote to raise one hundred 
dollars to be expended for improvements in the cemeteries. 

10 To seeif the town will vote to adopt the provi- 
sions of chapter 57, Public Statutes, in relation to the distri- 
bution of inventory blanks. 


11 To see if the town will vote to establish a public 
library, accept the provisions of chapter 8, sections 21 to 26, 
of the Public Statutes in such a manner as to be entitled to 
one hundred dollars’ worth of books from the state, raise and 
appropriate a sum not less than $65.70 annually for the sup- 
port of the library, and otherwise comply with the provisions 
of said chapter of the Public Statutes.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


We submit the 17th report of schools in town for the year 
ending Feb. 15, 1903. Eleven different schools have been 
taught aggregating three hundred and fifty weeks, giving to 
each school thirty-two weeks with one exception, which, owing 
to sickness, had only thirty. We have employed eighteen dif- 
ferent teachers, the largest per cent of them being experienced 
teachers, only one teaching for the first time. We feel that the 
past year has been one of progress for the schools in Lyme as 
we think the teachers have put forth untiring effort to instruct 
the pupils and maintain good order. The town has received 
from the state treasury $267.35, which has been expended in 
lengthening ourschool yearas this is one of the requirements of 
the law. This money is not intendéd torelieve inany degree the 
legal necessity of raising money for the maintenance of school, 
but to be expended along certain lines, one of which we here 
mention. .Let us try and carry out the spirit of the law or 
other towns may be considered as more worthy of participa- 
tion in the benefits of this appropriation in future years. 

We would again call attention to the law requiring all 
children between the ages of eight and fourteen to attend 
school all the time which the school is in session.
